—Attention of the importers is invited to the late 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 75-ITCCPN)/63, dated the 
flth July, 1963, wherein it was notified that all the items of goods of Iranian 
origin, included in the annexure to the Public Notice No. 6/63, dated the 23rd 
January, 1963, will he allowed import by steamships as well from Iranian Ports 
upto 31st July, 1963.
